A Dog May Blto Onco. 


Under the laws ol che State of Now 


Teraey, as expounded in Patcrson by 
ludge K<?rr in the ease of Marino versus 
Pohlig, a dog IB entitled to oue biui from 
any portion of uny one person's aniitomy. 
So long as he does not exceed this limit,, 
the dog is Bufe. If he does exceed It, he 
may be shot, and his, owner is liable for 
damage. Julius Pohlig keeps a saloon 
and owned a Newfoundland dog. Joseph 
Marino is a bootblack, find Mr. Pohllg'fi 
dog bit him. Marino sued Poliltg for 
52,000 damages. The case was tried 
Monday. 


The prosecution proved that the bite 


lad been n deep one, penetrating the 
muscles ol the back. The defense moved 
For a non-suit on ihe ground that H hud 
been proved thut the dog was vicious. 


Judge Kerr sustained che defense. 
He 


ruled that a dog might bite it person 
once and not be vicious. To prove vle- 
louanesa it must be clearly shown that 
the dog had blttcu n second person or the 
same person twice. To hold the owner 
for damages it must be shown thut lie 
knew all about the flrat bite.

United States will be turned toward 1o- 
peka, Ivan , during the week beginning 
with the 22d of this month 
1 he occa 


slon la one which occurs only once every 
three yeara—the triennial convocation of 
the general grand chapter of the L nlted 
States It Is the Boyal Arch Masons who 
will thus assemble and as that degree la 
one to which the members of the fratcr 
nlty most aspire, the proceedings will 
have an Interest and an importunce com 
meiiaurate with the elevation of that dig 
nity and with the comparative rarity of 
their enactment 


Apart 
from 
theae 
considerations 


moreover the unuaual nature of the de- 
liberations will lend Interest to what la 
said and done by these three hundred 
odd delegates In the name and by the au 
thorlty of the 100,000 Boyal Arch Masons 
whom they represent and ttie innumerable 
others who in time will be promoted to 
the degree 


All the past grand high priests will 


take part at the Topeka gathering 
In 


addition to them there will be a repre- 
sentation of; every grand chapter in the 
republic, comprising the three council 
officers of every one of them 
I his 


council does not meet frequently and as 
such a concpurse of maaonio dignity is 
not witneaacd ofteuer than once every 
three yeurn, the interest of the fraternity 
in It may be understood 


Ihe convention will have to dial with 


matters connected with the ritual 
Ihia 


subject haa grown In Importance with 
the pnaalng of the years since the meet 
Ing of the Ust body, until various devia 
tlons have become noticeable throughout 
the grand chapters 
These deviations 


will require special action and il la the 
ntentiou of the general grand chapter 
to establish uniformity In the ritual and 
ceremonies 
It la needless to point out 


that theae matters are never entirely 
made public, but as there have been dif- 
ferences of opinion for over a year witb 
regard to tbe Inalenla and their proper 
use they will be definitely settled, 


Ihere will also come up for adjudica 


tlon various decisions promulgated by 
the grand chapters of the several States, 
but they are all comparatively nnlmpor 
taut, 'ihe authority of the convention 
Is by no means absolute,as the autonomy 
of tbe subordinate chapters la secured by 
the constitutions W'hieh have been grant- 
ed them 
The powers of the convooa 


tlon are as restricted to their special 
functions as are the powera of the grand 
chapters. 


Such States as have no grand chapters 


ot.their own will be compelled to look 
to tbe convocation for authority to make 
special disposition of their resources 
Such Jurisdictions as wlsb to form grand 
chapters will be heard 
There Is also to 


be a special commission from tbe Sand- 
wich Islands, the members of which 
desire to form a grand chapter 
The 


growth of the white population of that 
region and! the Increase In membership 
appear to warrant greater autonomy 
than boa hitherto been deemed advisable 
This Is the first convocation that has 
ever been obliged to deal at length 
with] Masonic conditions in those Is- 
lands. 


It U expected that the commission will
